WASMTON. 


The Ways and Means Committee Tus- 
sling With the Tariff Bill - 
Cengresgional Proceedings. 


WASHiNOTONy Feb. 11.—A democratic 
member of the house committee on ways 
and means stated, this morning, it was 
improbable that the tariff bill would as- 
sume definite shape before the 25th inst. 
and that there is very little ope that it 
could be laid before the full committee 
in time for action and report to the 
house before the first of March. 


The majority have struck a snag in 
the iron and steel schedule and are un- 
able to agree upon the enlargement of 
the free list. Several times four or five 
articles have been placed on the free list 
and then taken out. The chairman of 
the committee has the only document 
that is regarded as a bill, and it is stated 
that he is unable to read it without ttie 
aid of all of his associates. 


Mr. Gbarles Francis Adams, president 
of the Uuion Pacific Railway company, 
appeared before the house committee on 
the Pacific railroad to-day and explained 
the attitude of that company towards 
the funding bills pending before the 
committee. 
Generally he favored the 
Onthwaite bill with a few slight amend- 
ments intended to relieve restricting 
features. 


Judge Alexander McOue, of Brooklyn, 
N. T., who at present holds the oflSoe of 
solicitor of treasury, has been oflered 
and has accepted the position of assistant 
treasurer at New York, vice iMr. Canda, 
resigned. 
Mr. McOue tU.d not seek the 
office and accepted it only upon the so- 
licitation of the president. 


OUB LETTER CARRIERS. 


The Boys May Get Shorter Hours and 
an Increased Force. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Bepresenta- 
tive Oompton has submitted a favorable 
»Report from the labor committee on Rep- 
resentative McAdoo's bill fixing the 
working day of letter carriers at eigbt 
hours. The original bill provided that 
the carriers should not be required to 
work more than eight hours consecu- 
tively daily, but the committee amended 
the bill so that eight hours, whether 
ionsecutively or otherwise, at the dis- 
cretion of the postmaster, shall consti- 
tute a day's work, and any additional 
time served shall be paid pro rata. 
Mr. 
^ cAdoo accepts the committee's amend- 
ment, and the bill goes to the calendar. 


Mr. McAdoo says he does not antici- 
pate any serious objection to the bill, m 
the letter carriers have public sentiment 
and sympathy on their side. 
They are 
generally recognized as greatly over- 
worked employes, and any relief af- 
forded them will be appreciated by the 
public. 
The passage of this bill will 
necessitate an increase of the force in 
many of the cities enjoying the free de- 
livery system, but no one, he thinkiS, 
should object to that, as the people 
were never known to grumble or com- 
plfdn at any expenditure by the govern- 
ment which gives them better postal 
facilities. 


WABASH EXPLOSION. 


Two Men Killed and Several Seriously 
Injured by a Boiler Explosion. 


WABASH, Feb. 11.—Last night the re- 
port of a frightful accident, which oc- 
curred in the north part of Liberty 
township, reached this city. Go the 
farm of John Spence, two men nam ed 
Jacob Sntten and Joel Hale, were en- 
gaged on a wood-sawing contract, and 
yesterday they placed their traction en- 
gine in position in the woods preparatory 
to beginning the work. 


At 2 o'clock the engine was started, 
when instantly there was a fearful ex- 
plosion, and the air was filled with 
fragments from the wrecked boiler and 
engine, which were hurled with deadly 
effect. 
The bodies of J. T. Smith, a 
workman, and Hale, were riddled, and 
several of the bystanders were injured. 
Smith was instantly killed.

OPIUM SMGLERS. 


The Chief of a Band of Smugglers Ar- 
rested With 1,780 Pounds of 
Opium In His Possession. 


WATEBTOWN, Feb. 11.—Near Phila- 
delphia, this county, yesterday after- 
noon, seventy-eight packages, contain- 
ing 780 pounds of prepared opram of 
the highest quality, were found in the 
barn of Ephraim Gardner, who was ar- 
rested at Redwood Tuesday night and 
from whom about 1,000 pounds of opium 
were taken by the customs' officials at 
that time.

LENTEMÜLES. 


Bt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger Promulgatei 
the Regulatioiu of the Lenten 
Season. 


Next week begins the holy season of 
Lent. It is ushered in with Ash Wednes- 
day, 
an occasion devoutly 
observ- 
ed in the Catholic church by the prac- 
tice of sprinkling ashes on the head as a 
reminder of death and its consequences. 
The season is commemorative of the 
forty days fast of the Saviour cf the 
world, and a time for deeds of virtue 
and goodness, 
it impresses us with the 
importance of the Saviour's mission, is 
an occasion for prayer, meditation and 
fasting. The garbs of gayety give way 
to the raimants of righteousness, world- 
ly pleasures are shrouded with religious 
zeal and to the credit of the world, be 
it said, the season is everywhere obeerv- 
ed by christians after a manner that 
their judgment approves. 


Thb Catholic church imposes a strict 
observance of the forty days. 
Besides 
^ e Sabbath masses, special prayers are 
mghtly offered and vesper services oc- 
cur in all the churches twice and three 
times a week. 


From all the Catholic pulpits to-mor- 
row the following lenten regulations will 
be read: 


DIOOKSB OF PORT WATNR. 


According to the faculties granted by 
the Holy See, August 3, 1887, the fol- 
lowing regulations for Lent are made 
for this diocese: 


1. All the faithful who have com- 
pleted their twenty-first year, are, unless 
legitimately dispensed, bound to ob- 
serve the fast of Lent. 


2. They are to make only one meal a 
day, excepting Sunday. 


3. The meal allowed on fast days is 
not to be taken till about noon. 


4. At tbat meal, if on any day permis- 
sion should be granted for eating flesh, 
both flesh and meat shall not be used at 
the same time. 
K 5. A small refreshment, commonly 
\alled collation, is allowed in the even- 
ing; no general rule as to the quantity 
of food permitted at this time is or can 
be made. But the practice of the most 
regular Christians is, never to let it ex- 
ceed the fourth part of an ordinary 
meal. 


6. The quality of food allowed at a 
collation is, in this diocese, bread, but- 
ter, eggs, cheese, milk, all kinds of. 
fruits, salads, vegetables and cold fish. 


7. General usage has made it lawful 
to take in the morning some warm 
liquid; as tea, coffee, or thin ,chocolate, 
and a cracker. 


8. Necessity and custom have author- 
ized the use of lard instead of butter, in 
preparing fish, vegetables, etc. 


9. The following persons are exempted 
from the obligation of fasting. Young 
persons under twenty-one years of age, 
the sick, nuraing women, those who are 
obliged to do hard labor, all who, 
through weakness, cannot fast without 
prejudice to their health. 


10. By dispensation, the use of flesh 
meat will be allowed at any time on 
Sundays, and once a day on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, 
with the exception of the second and 
last Saturdays of Lent. 


11. Persons dispensed from the obli- 
gations of fasting on account of tender 
or advanced age, sixty years, or hard 
labor, are not bound by the restriction 
of using meat only at one meal on days 
on which its use is granted by dispensa- 
tion. Those dispensed from the fast for 
other causes, as well as those who are 
obliged to fast, are permitted to use 
.meat only at one meal. 
\ We recommend that, on Good Friday, 
the faithful abstain from the use of 
milk, butter and eggs. 


We earnestly beg those who have 
made themselves the victims of intem- 
per^fUje, to begin with Lent a sober and 
life, and to show a spirit of true 
epentance by a pledge of total abstin- 
ence. 


According to faculties granted, Janu- 
ary 20, 1886, we allow till the Lent of 
1889, the use of flesh meat on all Satur- 
days throughout the year that are not 
fast days.

That Number of Men and Women 
Exiled , to Bleak Siberia 
Every Year. 


How the Long and Dreary March 
Three Ihousand Miles Is Ac- 
complished.

Eeceutlj' received Russian statistics 
tìliow that during the year 1887 no less 
than 
oü,ü00 people 'were sent 
from 
Bussia as exiles to far away and inhos- 
pitable Siberia. 
John P. Jackson, a 
well-known journalist who spent some 
years 
in ¡Siberia, has contributed to 
current literature an entertaining arti- 
cle on "Siberia and Its Jixiles." 
He 
says that each year this great number, 
of exiles join the army already in Si-

beria, and that this great exodus over 
the Eastern steppes has been going on 
for 
years, 
and will go on for years 
to come. 
This is Eussia s annual crop 
of criminals, men and women who have 
carried on war with society, and in the 
conflict have been worsted. 
Among 
them are a few thousand prisoners 
are classed us politicals, that is, ^ 
men who have carried on agitation 
against the existing state of govern- 
ment in Kussia, whom we call »SociaL- 
ists or x\narchists, but who are better 
known 
as Nihilists, the 
destroyers. 
Among them are a goodly number of 
the students who have recently been 
attempting petty revolution against the 
X^niversity authorities at Moscow, and 


placed in the category of "politicals." 
If not executed they are sent with the 
gangs of the most desperate criminals, 
perhaps by steamer from Odessa via the 
Suez Canal to Saghalin, where they are 
condemned to labor in the mines, or to 
the country of the Trans-Jiaikal. 'i hey 
are the Guiteaus of Kussia who believe

Their favorite target for 
some years past has been the Czar, 
whose life has been made a burden to 
him ever since his coronation, and who 
may yet fall a victim to the assass n's 
bomb, as did his father, Alexander II. 
Then the exile army of Siberia would 
again be largely increased, the tele- 
graph would throb witb the dread news 
over the vast empire ruled by the White 
Czar, from tue Baltic to the iilack Sea, 
from Orenburg to Merv, and along the 
great line tnat extends four thousand 
miles from Ekateringburg to the shores 
of the Pacific. 
And where the tele- 
graph ends the news would be sent by 
couriers in sleds from governor to gov- 
ernor, 
from ispravnick to ispravnick, 
until the news reached 
the Tonguse 
and the Tchukchees 
dwelling on the 
shores of the Polar Ocean from the 
White Sea to Behring's Straits. 


When the news of the assassination 
of Alexander II. reached Irkutsk, the 
courier who took the dispatches from 
the Governor General of Eastern Si- 
beria to the Governor of Irkutsk, two 
thousand miles further to the north, 
the great journey was made w^ithin nine 
days, and the story of it causes a Yem- 
shik to this day to shiver. 
But the 
oflicer did this at high pressure, eating 
and sleeping in his sled, and beating 
horses and drivers with his whip when 
speed was not rapid enough for him. 
In one place, however, he nearly came 
to grief. 
The Yemshiks refused longer 
to submit to his thrashings, and gath- 
ering round him, and supported by an 
entire village of able-bodied men, as- 
sumed a very threatening attitude. The 
officer had to draw his revolver in order 
to defend himself, but it is certain he 
would not have been allowed to pro- 
ceed further had he not told the people 
the value of the important news of 
which he was the bearer. 
On his re- 
turn from Irkutsk the officer was called 
to acconnt for his brutality on the road, 
but as the nature of his mission was 
supposed to justify the harsh measures 
employed, he received only a slight 
punishment. 
Whether he met with 
adventures with wolves on his journey 
is a matter wJiich may be left unde- 
cided.

may be that if the cable reports from 
St. Petersburg

of exiles is steadily recruited. 


It would be of interest to 
seek the 
reason why the student classes of Kus- 
sia furnish 
so many

peasant 
class, who receive free instruction at 
these institutions of learning, which, 
strange to say, produce more 
discon- 
tent than the army itself, comparative- 
ly speaking. 
In this case the old ad- 
age that a Itttle learn-ng is a 
danger- 
ous thing seems to hold good. 
The 
revolt is usually the result of despair. 
The yonug men are educated for 
po- 
sitions bevond their usual station in 
life; thoy have learned to hope to take

an interest and a share in the govern- 
ment; 
but they find themselves ex- 
cluded from all official positions; they 
are too proud to return to the occupa- 
tions of their fathers, and they indulge 
in revolt that brings them in the chain

Moscow every 
year 
eastward to the land of snow and des- 
olation. 
Except 
in 
cases 
of 
ab- 
solute crime, however, th s class of 
pr isoners is treated with some degree of 
consideration. 
But Nihilists, who plot 
against the life of the Cza,ir-, ar« not 


on Siberian post roads, but then who 
ever heard of a Siberian adventure in 
which they did not take part? 


But let us glance at a Siberian post- 
road—a beautiful sledding-i^round ;',0U0 
miles loug, dotted every ten or 
fifteen 
miles with sleds bearing exiles to east- 
ward, or with the convoys of unfortu- 
nates wearily plodding 
through the 
snow, the chains on their legs cluukiug 
musically in the crisp air, with the 
guards, like themselves, shivering in 
the biting blast of the pourge. 
A 
strange feeling comes over you when, 
ensconced among your rugs in your 
comfortable sled, you first hear the 
clank of the exiles' chains. 
You look 
out and there you see a procession, on 
the march from one steppe prison to 
another. 
It is fully three months since 
they left Mosco\v,iu the bright autumn 
days. They were transported to Nishui- 
Novgorod 
by 
rail; then 
they 
were 
transferred to the big cages on the 
exile steamboats as fur as Perm; then 
by rail across the I'rals to I'^katerin- 
burg, and then further by steamboat 
to Tomsk. 
Then the weary marching 
commences in earnest: winter has come, 
but the great army must be kept on 
the march so as to leave the temporary 
prisons vacant for tiieir successors. 
They are on their way to Irkutsk, or 
to the mines on the Lena, or of the 
Transbaikal. 
Their fetters are fastened 
round the lei^s just above the knees, so 
that though they can walk they cannot 
run away. 
They are the worst class of 
dangerous criminals. 
After the chain- 
gang, who march ahead, preceded by 
soldiers with loaded rides and fixed 
bayonets, follow sledges or 
w a g o n s 
with the sick, the weak and exhausted, 
and the women and children. 


In one such army I noticed several 
women and boys and girls who wan- 
dered fi'ecly alongside the men. 
They 
were the wives and children of some of 
the exiles. 
The former were peasant 
women, generally with coarse features, 
whose appearance was not calculated 
to awaken much sympathy. 
Yet they 
had women's loving hearts, had once 
been "oung and beautiful, had sworn 
to lo^-^, honor and cherish their hus- 
bands till death should them part; and 
they had willingly forsaken civilization 
to follow them to the unknown, in spite 
of the fact that a sentence of banish- 
ment at the same time is one of divorce. 
Some of the men were most debased 
and wretched-looking 
creatures—cut- 
throats, who looked as if banishment 
were not more than a sufficient punish- 
ment for them. $ But all exiles are not 
traveling over the Siberian snow wastes 
thus painfully. 
Ihose who can afford 
to do so can engage their own private 
vehicle and special guard, and make 
the journey to their destination as com- 
fortably as the ordinary traveler. 
In 
such a way 
travel 
the 
"boodlers" 
and 
erring 
bank 
presidents 
of 
l.ussia, 
and 
their 
dest nation 
is 
usnally one of the great cities like 
Omsk, Tomsk, or Irkutsk, where they

But besides the processions of exiles 
passing eastward, there is a long string 
of exiles coming westward. 
They are 
wayworn tramps, often with frost-bit- 
ten cheeks. 
They come to yotir sled 
and ask for a few copecks. 
They are 
convicts endeavoring to escape from 
Siberia. 
In the daytime they tramp 
along the roads, but on nearing large 
towns they take to the birch forests. At 
night they reach the villages. 
There 
they find food; a piece of bread is left 
outside the peasant's house; it is for 
the 
tramps. 
The peasant 
does this 
act of humanity partly 
from 
pity, 
l>artly from fear, for many villages 
have been set on fire by the despairing 
wretchc'S who have failed to rind food 
placed ready for them. 
Tlius they 
tramp on thousands of versts, hoping 
at last to get to European Kussia, to 
be free and criminal once more. 
One 
man escaped 
from 
Saghalin 
twice; 
twice he made the long, weary journey 
on foot to the boriler, only 
to 
be 
arrested and sent back to the mines. 
When such a tramp is 
caught 
at 
any frontier 
town or village 
he is 
arrested on suspicion, andi{uestiouecus 
to his name and whence he came. 
He 
refuses to reveal anything about him- 
self, and is then kept in prison until 
the list of escaped exiles arrives. 
If a 
description fits him he is sent back to 
the mines; if not he gets a few years 
for vagrancy, is then released, exults 
at the years of exile from which he has 
escaped, and walks p r o u d l y and defi- 
antly back to civilization. 
Pity would 
be wasted on such wretches. 
'1 hey are 
usually criminals of 
the most 
des- 
perate type, and return at once to 
their own haunts and habits of vice. 
Official accounts say that in 1 >77, of 
the 
exdes who were dwelling in 


the government distri t of 
Tomsk, 
!>,7i)i) could not be found, that is, they 
had escaped and were trying to make 
their way back to Ru sia. 
Jiut few of 
these, 
however, 
manage 
to 
reach 
liussia. 
A reward is ofi'ered for their 
capture by the government, dead or 
alive, and the Buriats, the Goldu, the 
Kirghese, are on the lookout for them. 


Such are a few pictures of exiles 
seen on this long tramp across the 
snow-covered steppes. 
I have hunted 
with socialist exiles in the lands within 
the Arctic circle and bordering on the 
Frozen Ocean. 
1 have found them in 
the tents of the Y''akut8 and the Ton- 
guse and have seen their dead bodies 
in the springtime floating down tbe 
Lena River, washed down from the 
mining regions of the Vitim, where 
they slaughter 
ea h other in 
tlieir 
drunken winter orgies. 
I have met 
Polos returniug to their homes after a 
quarter of a century of exile, and oth- 


paid $65 per month, and from this he 
must furnish himself 
a summer uni- 
form, costing $33, while his meals are 
furnished him at the rate of 2') cents 
each. 
But it is an event when he re- 
ceives the full amount due him at the 
end of the month, a large portion of it

Antedating History. 


At that point of time touched by the 
earliest ray of nistoric knowledge, the 
eye of the student cf human annals 
sees occupying the Spanish peninsula 
a race of men called Iberians. 
These 
old Iberians were not a tribe 
or a 
clan, but a people, numerous and po- 
tential, 
with a fully developed and 
virile language, skilled in arms and 
the working of precious metals, and 
industriously commercial. 
This much 
can be clearly inferred from the extent 
of their territory and the remnant of 
them, with their characteristics and 
habits, which still remam. 
This old 
people, themselves a colony from some 
other country, once existent and highly 
civilized in the remote past, spread 
from the Mediterranean Sea to the 
slopes of the Pyrenees, and all over 
Southern Gaul, as far as the Rhone, 
and flowed westward with a movement 
so forceful that it included all the 
British 
islands. 
All this 
happened 
40JO to 5000 B. C. 
They are older 
than the Egyptians probably by 1,000 
years, 
and were strong 
enough 
to 
attempt the conquest of the known 
world. 


These 
Iberians 
colonized 
Sicily. 
They were the or ginal settlers in Itaiy, 
and pushed their way northward as far 
as >>orway and Sweilen, where can 
still be found among the present in- 
habitants their physical characteristics 
—dark skin and jet black hair. 
This 
ancient people were not barbarians, but 
highly civilized. 
They had the art oi 
writmg and a literature. 
Poetry was 
cultivated. 
Their laws were set 
in 
verso, and for these laws thus written 
they claimed an 
anti(|uity of 
'),000 
years. 1 


This ancient race has passed away, 
as all great races do. 
The 
rise 
and 
decline of a people are as a day. 
They 
have a sunrise, a noon, a sunset, and 
there remains of them and their splen- 
dor nothing but a gloaming, a twilight 
of a thousand j-ears, oerhaps, and af- 
ter that oblivion's starless nights.

How Camplior Is» Made. 


Camphor is made in Japan in this 
way: .After a tree is felled to the earth 
it Ù cut into chips, which are laid in a 
tub or a large iron pot ])artially tilled 
with water and placed over a slow tire. 
Through holes in the bottom of the 
tub steam slowly lùses, and heating the 
chips generates oil and camphor. 
Of 
course, the tub with the chips has a close- 
ly titting cover. From this cover a bam- 
boo pipe leads to a succession of other 
tubs with bamboo connections, and the 
last of these tubs is div ded into two 
compartments, one above the other, 
the dividing 
floor 
being 
perforated 
with small holes to allow the water and 
oil to pass to the lower compartment. 
' he upper compartment is supplied 
with a straw layer, wh ch catches and 
holds the camphor in crystal in de- 
posit as it passes to the cooling process. 
The camphor is then separated from 
the straw, packed in wooden tubs, and 
is ready for market, 
i he oil is used 
by thé natives for illuminating and 
other purposes.

to commend, bat instead ef putting them 
in dry abstiaction, I present you their im- 
personation iu one who seldom, if ever, 
gets sermonic recognition.

The Bervanti imm diately Mart lo obey ihe 
Kinv' S conim nd; but there was a ruìe iu 
oriental nocieiy that no woman might ap- 
pear in public withont h iving her face 
veiled. 
Yet here was a mandate that no 
" one dare dispu e, demanding tliat \'ashti 
come in unveiled 
before the 
multitude. 
However, there was in Vashti's si'ul a 
principle more regal than Ahasuerus, mo e 
brilliant than the gold of 
Shushan, 
of 
more wealth than the realm of i^ersia, 
which commande»! her to aisobey 
this 
order of the King; andfso all the righteous- 
ness and holiness and modesty of her na- 
ture rises up in one sublime fefusal. 
She 
says: 
"I will not go into thé'bauquet un- 
veiled." 
Of course Ahasuerus was in- 
furiate; and Vashti, robbed of her 
posi- 
tion and estate, is driven forth in poverty 
and ruin to su er the scorn of a nation, 
and yet to receive the applause of after 
generations who shall ri'^e up to admire 
thiS martyr to kingly insoleuce. 
Well, the 
last vesiige of that fea-t is gone; ,the last 
garland has faded; the last ardi has fallen; 
the last tanka'd has been destroyed, 
and 
Shushan is a ruin; but as long as the 
world stands there will be multitudes of 
men and women, familiar with the liible, 
who will come into this picture gallery of 
God, and ailmiie the divin ' portrait of 
Vashti the t,ueen. Vashti the veiled, Vashti 
the sacrifice, Vashti the silent. 


In the iirst place, I want you to look 
npon \ ashti, the ( ueen. 
A blue ribbon, 
rayed wilh white, drawn round her j ore- 
head, indicated her queenly pos tion. 
It 
was no sm ill honor to be queen in such a 
realm as that. 
H irk to the ru-tle of her 
robes! 
See the blaze of her jewels! 
And 
yet, my friends, it is not necessary to have 
palace and regal robe m order to be queenly. 
When I sea a woman with stout faith in 
God, putting her foot upon all meanness,

Strong: Liquors a Modern Invention. 


Strong li;iuors are a modern inven- 
tion. 
The ancients knew of nothing 
more powerful than light fermented 
wines, and have left warnings enough 
of the abuse of thorn. 
Alcohol was 
not discovered till the seventh century, 
although an older story exists of a 
monk, Alarcu.s, who collected and con- 
densed in wool the steam of heated 
wine, and then i)ressed out from the 
wool a balsam which he applied to the 
wounds of those who fell at the siege 
of Hheims, in the reign of Clovis I, 
He also mixed fhis balsam with honey, 
and produced a cordi.il which brought 
the moribund back to life. 
Clovis, 
however, did not wait for the approach 
of death before claiming his share of 
the cordial. 


According to Dr. Sanford Chaille, 
the distillation of spirits from wiue 
was not discovered 
till the twelfth 
century, and spirits did not come into 
common use as drinks until the fif- 
teenth, 
sixteenth, 
and 
seventeenth 
centuries. 
Prof. Arnold us de Villa- 
nova, in the fourteenth ceutury, made 
a panacea of the water of life, whiefe 
gave sweet breath and fortified the 
memory, bes des being good for sore 
eyes, the toothache, and the gout, and 
having other wonderful 
properties. 
Distilled spirits came into use in 1S51), 
and had to be 
prohibited 
iu 
Michael »Savonarola produced a treatise 
on making the water of life in the 
fifteenth 
century, 
which became 
a 
standard authority on the subject, and 
was followed by Matthioli de Sienna. 
These boolis gave the start to brandy- 
making iu Italy, whence the trade ex- 
tended to France. 


About 1520 the Irish usquebaugh be- 
gan to ac luire reputation in Engia ¡d. 
Before hiol "brand wine" had come to 
be distilled in the J^ow Conutr es from 
aijples, pears, and malt, and in that year 
an ordinance was i)assed at Tournay 
foi-l)idding the sale of the liquor ex- 
cept by apothecaries, i)artly "because 
of the dearness of coin, aud partly be- 
cause of the drunkenness which this 
cheap brand wine caused,' to the groat 
l)vejudice not alone f»f homes and lives, 
but to the extreme danger to tlie souls 
of the drinkers, many of whom had 
died without confession." 


The art of extracting alcohol from 
other substances was gradually dis- 
covered, and liquors of various names 
came into use. 
The trade grew great, 
and the X)re3eut century has seen a new 
development of it in the general appli- 
cation of the art of "doctoring" liquors.

A Fascinatine Pastime ^/?uch in 
Vogue Among Our Brit- 
ish Cousins. 


The Quaities and Traili ng 
Eequis- 
ite for a Sucssssfiil 
Hurdler.

Mr. M. J. iVlelefont is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with field games and past>mes, 
and contests on race track or cinder 
path. 
He takes a keen interest in the 
advancement of American sport, and 
looks to any athletic exerrise which 
will develop 
American 
brawn 
and 
cope successfully with British records 
in the matter of muscle and nerve with 
tho greatest interest. 


"What sort of a position does hurd- 
ling claim in American sports V" he 
was a^iked. 


"Hurdling has not yet won for itself 
the position or the attention which it 
deserves," he replied. 
"Jt recjuires a 
combination of three qualities—wind, 
muscle and judgment, with an amount 
of training which aU are not willing to 
bestow. 
But as an athlet c exercise, it 
is most valuable in bringing out that 
firm poise, confidence and quick move- 
ment which is of such incomparable 
advantage to any one who wishes to 
shine as an amateur athlete. 
While 
we have produced some of the best 
sprinters in the world, we have not 
taken up hurdling with anything like 
interest until the past eight or ten 
years. Sprinting is an athletic pastime 
that especially 
commends itself 
to 
healthy young fellows, because it is 
literally full of breathless interest to 
the participants. 
The distance to be 
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covered by a. 'sprinter' may not exceed 
¡[uarter of a mile, or four Jiuudred 
and forty yards. 
A longer space than 
that is in the province of the runner, 
not of the .s2)rinter, whose essential aim 
is to cover a nhort distance in tiie brief- 
est amount of time. 
Of course, wind 
tells, but staying powers are not de- 
manded as they are in long distance 
runs, or long })edestrian contests. The 
sprinter lets all he lias out from the 
very start and keeps letting it out at 
its very best until the 
finish. 
Having 
to carry such a short distance, he need 
not economize his wind or his legs. 
High pressure is the rate all along the 
short line of his course. 


"Hurdling is a fascinating variety of 
sprintmg. 
The sjninting roijuires for 
a successful endeavor, or at least a 
brilliant eftbrt, whether it captures tiie 
prize or not, only speed. 
Any ord.na- 
rily healthy fellow, especially after his 
training, has wind enough to hold out, 
and he doesn't care mucli if he brings 
up panting aud breathless, and tum- 
bles up against a friend quite done up, 
as they often do after reaching the 
goal, ju-ovided he gets there. 
But the 
Jiurdier must be an elastic, springy 
ft llow, and exercise good judgment. 
The distance of a hurdle race rarely 
exceeds two hundred and twenty yards, 
while one hundred and twenty is the 
more usual and the favorite length. 
In this space a number of hurdles are 
erected at regular intervals, allowing 
about the same space for a start before 
the first liurdle is reached, and a long 
distance between the la.st gate and the 
string, to allow of a spurt just before 
the triumphant runner breaks through 
the hempen barrier. 
The he'ght of 
the hurdles may vary. 
Three 
feet 
and a half is the highest that is em- 
ployed, and it is far more common to 
have them only three feet in 
height. 
This is high enough, and the two feet 
and a half height is regarded as a con- 
descension and not to be considered 
except by associations which have as 
much dude as athlete in their make-up. 
A hurdle race with three-feet hurdles, 
at ten or twelve feet apart, in a one- 
hundred-and-twenty-yard spurt, is a 
very pretty contest, interesting to the 
spectator and equally so to the hur- 
dler. 
It is a breathless, 
bounding 


good point to spring from and clear 
the hnrdle. 
If his steps are so timeil 
that he fetches np for the last leap too 
near the hurdle, a much greater effort 
is needed to hurl himself across the 
barrier. 
The same is tme, to a degree, 
if he brings to for the jtunp at a little 
too great a distance from the pole. 


"Springing and recovery from the 
descent so as to resume his course are 
the naturally retarding points in his 
action, and the good hurdler tries to 
bring his spring as smoothly and cor- 
rectly, so to speak, into his motion as 
he possibly may, so that the upward 
rise, wh ch calls for so different a 
movement of the jnuscles, mav not ar- 
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rush, in which the competitor is so en- 
grossed by the task that is cut out for 
him that he has no time to turn and 
look to see if anybody is picking up. 
He simply forges ahead for all he is 
worth, and tries to reach the string in 
about 
as lively a passage from the 
starting point as his legs can make. 


"The movement a hurdler adopts is 
more like a dance movement than any- 
thing else. 
It is a pedestrian rh thmic 
run with as many steps as notes in ad 
many equal measures—a passage of ten 
bars. 
The reason for this is obvions. 
The runner must brin|/ himself at a 


rest him a second more than is neces- 
sary. 
In watching a hurdle race one 
cannot fail to note the slight pause, 
infinitesimal almost, yet still a notice- 
able pause, as the hurdler flings himself 
over the rail and touches the ground. 
Quick recovery tells so much in the 
final result. 
In the hurdle race the 
longer stretch coming between the last 
hurdle and the string offers some slight 
possibility of a spurt. 
True, not much 
allowance is made for this, but where 
only a yard or two separate the second 
runner from the one in front, he may, 
if he has a reserve force to call into 
requisition, force himself 
and by a 
spurt forge ahead and burst the string. 


"The hurdler, like the high jumper, 
in rising from the spring, throws his 
whole body horizontally over the bar. 
It is far easier than than the straight 
perpendicular 
rise. 
It takes much 
more effort to rise straight in the 
air so as 
to 
clear 
the 
bar 
with 
the 
body 
perpendicularly 
held. 
This 
could 
be 
done, 
since 
Paige, 
iu 
making 
his 
high 
jump, 
really 
gets o.er a height which show.s that a 
three-feet hurdle could be so cleared. 
The eftect on a spectator would be far 
more entertaining, as the appearance 
of such a spring would be more bril- 
liant. 
lint it is a practical law with 
athletes to economize strength 
in a 
contest, not to spend it prodigally and 
uselessly.'* 


"How does one train for hurdlincr?" 
"The general system is much the 
same as that adoj^ted for .short-d_is- 
tanoe rsnning. 
While, as I have said, 
any man of good physiijne aud liaiber 
linib.s can become a hurdler, there is, 
nevertheless, a ccrtaiu adaptiibility for 
the sport that must not be overlooked. 
A fat man, for instance, with all tho 
training in the world, could not ever 
become a sprinter or a hurdler; but it 
is not leamies'^ of phvsi jue alone that 
fits a man for this peculiar .sport. 
I 
do not know that there is any rule by 
which the natural ijualities of a man 
as regards running may be determined 
without actual exjjeriment with him. 
Looking at the broad back and heavy 
arms of a pugilist, you see at once 
that he is well fitted'by nature for the 
sport in which he indulges, but noth- 
ing 
similar 
can 
be 
said 
about 
runners. 
As 
a 
general 
thing, 
however, 
a 
man 
whose 
legs 
are 
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l)iled thick with muscles will not be 
able to run speedily, although he may 
be immensely strong. 
Agility is gen- 
erally accompanied by comparatively 
light muscles, and then, besides the 
formation of a man's limbs, the (]ues- 
tion oi wind enters into the problem. 
There are some men who make splen- 
did runners who could never do any- 
thing in a short distance contest. 
So 
far as I know, the only way in.which 
a man's ability as a sprinter and hurd- 
ler can be determined, is to adopt the 
course advised 
by Lon Myers, the 
champion sprinter. 
He declares that 
one must try experiments with himself 
in running to determine in which stage 
of the exercise he is best qualified to 
compete. 
No one without some essen- 
tial training can run a mile or two 
without stopping, unless at the expen.se 
of considerable fatigue, but after once 
training by running, say a few bloc's 
the first day, and a few more the second, 
and so on for a week or two, he can 
then readily make up his mind whether 
he is adapted for long distance or not. 
If he is not, it is then well to try the 
one hundred yard dash a few times, 
and see whether he naturally exerts all 
his ^strength from one end of the race 
to the other without bringing about 
undue exhaustion. 
If a man can start 
off aud make one hundred yards in 
thirteen 
seconds 
the first trial, he 
ought to feel encouraged to adoj)t that 
style 
of runnin«' for his specialty. 
If he has determined to do this and 
also to ma e hurdling a fejture of it, 
what 
he 
should 
do 
should 
be 
to 
practice 
daily 
upon 
a 
track 
at 
short 
distance 
runs, 
and 
in 
general, after a few days of 
essential 
work, during which he should be very 
oarefnl not to overdo 
himself, 
he 
should run a di8tance.wone-third longer 
than that /or which a race should be 
set. 
That is, if he proposed to enter 
a contest Jor a hundred yards or a 
hundred 
and twenty at hurdles, he 


[should practice at a di^tanci of about 
j one hundred and fifty. The ilea of this 
j is to accustom himself to a considera- 
i ble stram, and, it iie is in the habit of 
: mass ng all hiss sireugth for one hun- 
i dred and fifty vards, he will 
find 
! eventually that lie 
can 
cover 
the 
j shorter distance in less time and with less 
exhaustion. 
Of cou ae, the only way 
to train for hnrdle-jumping is to jump 
hurdles. 
Beyond that, 
the 
general 
manner of dieting and comparatively 
light exercise in the gymnasium 
are 
j things 
that every student of sport 
! knows all about. 


"In training for hurdle-running, per- 
haps the most importaut thing to prac- 
tice is the recovery after the jump, and 
this should 
be done over and 
over 
again, until a man is perfectly familiar 
with the operation, and can start off on 
the run the minute his feet touch the 
ground. 
Training should be continued 
daily, if possible, especially before a 
contest. 
It should alway.s be done in 
racing costume. 


"In iingland the custom is to have 
hurdles rather higher than they have 
in -America, and 
fre ¡uently to have 
longer races, but the records for this 
event are usually counted on a basis of 
three-feet hurdles, and a distance of 
two hundred aud twenty yards. 


•'It is .seldom tliat any serious acci- 
dent occurs in a sport of this kind. 
Of course, a runner mav stumble just 
before reaching a hurdle and collide 
with it, or he may catch his toe upon 
a top rail and fall to the grouml, but 
in either case the fall is very short, 
and is not likely t<> cause oven so much 
inconvenience as the strain of running 
so rapidly for the distance itself. 
It 
not often happens that amateurs who 
have not been trained properly for 
a sprinting contest are bo completely 
exhausted at the end of the race that 
they do not recover for two or three 
days, and it seldom happens that an 
accident at hurdle jumping has such

Wiegand is a light, spare build, and i^ 
twenty-one years of age." 


Ir(Mn Ri-rht to Left. 


There was, no doubt, a good reason 
for tlie practice of tlie Hebrews to road 
and to write from right to left. 
We 
have often speculated 
aud 
inquired 
about it, and, while we could not learn 
or discover anything very tangible in 
regard to it, we are quite convinced 
that the most pertinent reason lies in 
the fact that our vision from right tc 
left is much clearer and stronger than 
it is from left to right. 
iNaturally, so 
we are informed, there is no difference 
in nerves or iu the optic arrangement 
of tho human eye between the right or 
left eVe, yet our own intiuiries and ob 
servations show clearly that we art 
all, or most all, dLsposod", when we take 
an article of merchandise, or a picture; 
or anything else for examination into 
our hand, to look at it from left to 
right. 
Since we have endeavored to 
fathom this question, we can see quite 
an advantage to the eye by reading 
from right to left. 
If wo read from 
left to right, the parts read are yet 
continually before us; while, if read- 
ing from right to left, the parts read 
are then beyond our sight, aud the 
parts to be read are unobstructed in 
view. 
Now, when we write from left 
to right, the line we are writing is rather 
of a delusion to the eye, while if we 
write from right to left, nothing is im- 
mediately in h'ont of our vision but a 
clear space. 
Even 
the pen and its 
shadow cease to exercise a less disturb- 
ing etteet from right to left, while from 
left to right much annoyance is experi- 
enced by men who have much writing 
to do. ' Our observation shows that, 
unaware, people use their eyes from 
right to left whenever or wherever they 
go into close examination of anything, 
whatsoever that mav be; just as they 
would naturally rai^e their right hand 
in order to get a clearer sense of feel- 
ing i-v touch.—Hebrew 
Journal.

ment in Kussia, whom we call Social- 
ists or Anarchists, bnt who are better 
known as Nihilist,, the destroyers. 
Among them an a goodly number of 
the students who have recently been 
attempting petty revolution against the 
University authorities at Moscow, and

against the heavens and are themselves 
the victims. Their favorite target for 
some years past has been the Czar, 
whose life has beeu made a burden to 
him ever since his coronation, and who 
may yet fall a victim to the assassin's 
bomb, as did his father, Alexander II. 
Then the exile army of Siberia would 
again be largely increased, the tele- 
graph would throb with the dread news 
over the vast empire ruled by tho White 
Czar, from tue Baltic to the lilack Sea, 
from Orenburg to Merv, aud along the 
great line that extends four thousand 
miles from Ekateringburg to the shores 
of the Pacific. 
And whore the tele- 


graph ends the news would be sent by 
couriers in sleds from governor to gov- 
ernor, from ispravnick to ispravnick, 
until the news reached the Tongnse 
and the Tchukchees dwelling on the 
shores of the Polar Ocean from the 
White Sea to Behring's Straits. 


When the news of the assassination 


of Alexander XL. reached Irkutsk, the 
courier who took tho dispatches from 
iie Governor General of Eastern Si- 
jeria to the Governor of Irkutsk, two 
ihonsand miles further to the north, 
:he great journey was made within nine 
days, and the story of it causes a Yem- 
shik to this day to shiver. Bnt the 
officer did this at high pressure, eating 
ind sleeping in his sled, and beating 
lorsesand drivers with his whip when 
peed was not rapid enough for him. 
n one place, however, he nearly came 
o grief. The Yemshiks refused longer 
to submit to his thrashings, and gath- 
nng round him, and supported by ah 
ntire village of able-bodied men, as- 
sumed a very threatening attitude. The 
fflcer had to draw his revolverin order 
o defend himself, bnt it is certain he 
would not have been allowed to pro- 
ceed further had he not told the people 
he value of the important news of 
which he was the bearer. On his re- 
turn from Irkutsk the officer was called 
to account for his brutality on the road, 
but as the nature of his mission was 
supposed to justify the harsh measures 
employed, he received only a slight 
punishment

ever beard of a Siberian adventure in 
which they did not take part? 


But let us glance at a Siberian post- 


road—a beautiful sledding-ground k<HX) 
miles long, dotted every ten or fifteen 
miles with sleds bearing exiles to east- 
ward, or with the convoys of unfortu- 
nates wearily plodding through the 
snow, the chains on thoir logs clanking 
musically in the crisp air, with the 
guards, like themselves, shivering in 
the biting blast of the pourgef A 
strange feeling comes over you when 
ensconced among your rugs in your 
comfortable sled, yon first hear the 
clank of the exiles' chains. You look 
out and there yon see a procession, on 
the march from one steppe prison to 
another 
It is fully three months since 


they left Moscow.in the bright autumn 
days. 1'hey were transported to Nishni- 
Novgorod by rail; then they were 
transferred to the big cases on the 
exile steamboats as far as Perm- then 
by rail across the Urals to Ekaterin- 
burg, and then further by steamboat 
to Tomsk. Then the weary marching 
commences in earnest: winter has come, 
but the great army must be kept on 
the march so as to leave the temporary 
prisons vacant for their successors. 
They are on their way to Irkutsk, or 
to the mines on tho Lena, or of the 
Transbaikal. Their fetters are fastened 
round tho legs just above the knees, so 
that though they can walk they cannot 
run away. They are the worst class of 
dangerous criminals. After the chain- 
gang, who march ahead, preceded bv 
soldiers with loaded rilles and fixed 
bayonets, follow sledges or wagons 
with the sick, the weak and exhausted 
and the women and children. 


In one such ormy I noticed several 


women and boys and girls who wan- 
dered freely alongside the-men. Thev 
were tho wives and children of some of 
the exiles. Tho former were peasant 
women, generally with coarse features 
whose appearance was not calculated 
to awaken much sympathy. Yet thov 
had women's loving hearts, had once 
been -^oung and beautiful, had sworn 
to love honor and chorish their hus- 
bands till death should them part- and 
they had willingly forsaken civilization 
to follow them to the unknown, in spite 
ol the fact that a sentence of banish- 
ment at tho samo time is one of divorce 
Somo of tho men were most debased 
and wretched-looking creatures—cat- 
tliroats, who looked as if banishment 
were not more than a sufficient punish- 
ment for them. * But all exiles aro not 
traveling over the Siberian snow wastes 
thus painfully. 
Those who can aflbrd 


to do so can engage their own private 
vehicle and special guard, and make 
the journey to their destination as com- 
fortably us tho ordinary traveler. 
In 


Paris of Siberia, and in summer is no 
only a pleasant but a beautiful city. 


But besides the processions of exilt 


passing eastward, there is a long strin 
of exiles coming westward. They an 
wayworn tramps, often with frost-bi 
ten cheeks. They come to your sla 
and ask for a few copecks. They ar 
convicts endeavoring to escape from 
Siberia. In the daytime they tramj 
along the roads, but on nearing larg 
towns they take to the birch forests. A 
night they reach the villages. There 
they find food; a piece of bread-is let 
outside the peasant's house; it is fo 
the tramps. The peasant does thi 
act of humanity partly from pity 
partly from fear, for many villages 
have been set on fire by H- -• 
—- 


wretches who have failed 
placed ready for them. Thus they 
tramp on thousands of rersts, hoping 
at last to get to European Knssia, to 
be free and criminal once more. One 
man escaped from Saghalin twice 
twice he made the long, weary jonrner 
on foot to the border, only to be 
arrested and sent back to tho mines. 
When such a tramp is caught al 
any frontier town or village he is 
arrested on suspicion, and questioned as 
to his name and whence he came. Ho 
refuses to reveal anything about him- 
self and i» then kept in prison until 
the list of escaped exiles arrives. If a 
description fits him he is sent back to 
the mines; if not he gets a few years 
for vagrancy, is then released, exults 
at the years of exile from which he has 
escaped, and walks proudly and defi- 
antly back to civilization. Pity would 
be wasted on such wretches, 'l hev are 
usually criminals of the most "des- 
perate type, and return at once to 
their own haunts and habits of vice. 
Ofhcial accounts say that in 1377, of 
the a«,828.exUcs who were dwelling in 
the government distri.t of Tomsk 
!l,79ii could not be found, that is, they 
had escaped and were trying to make 
their way back to Ru-sii Ilut few of 
these, however, manage to reach 
Knssia. A reward is ottered for their 
capture by the government, dead or 
alive and the Bnriats, the Ooldn, the 
Ku-ghoso, are on tho lookout for them. 


Suoh are a few pictures of exiles 


seen on this long tramp across the 
snow-covered steppes. I hare hunted 
with socialist exiles in the lands within 
the Arctic circle and bordering on the 
frozen Ocean. I have found them in 
the tents of the Yakuts and the Ton- 
guse and have seen their dead bodies 
in the springtime floating down tho 
Lena Biver, washed down from the 
mining regions of the Vitim, where 
they slaughter ea h other in their

How Camphor Is 


Camphor is made in Japan in this 


way: After a tree is felled to the earth 
it is cut into chips, which are laid in a 
tub or a large iron pot partially filled 
with water and placed over a slow fire. 
Through holes in the bottom of the 
tub steam slowly rises, and heating the 
chips generates oil and camphor 
Of 


course, the tub with the chips has a close- 
ly fitting cover. From this cover a bam- 
boo pipe leads to a succession of other 
tubs with bamboo connections, and tho 
last of theso tubs is div.dod into two 
compartments, one above the other, 
the dividing floor being perforated 
with small holes to allow the water and 
oil to pass to the lower compartment. 
I he upper compartment is supplied 
with a straw layer, which catches and 
holds the camphor in crystal in de- 
posit as it passes to the cooling process. 
The camphor is then separated from 
the straw, packed iu wooden tubs and 
is ready for market, 
'J he oil is used 


by the natives for illuminating and 
other purposes,

Tyler, ho uut 
infrcijuontly received the communion. 
On such occasion his hubit was to fust 
until he had been at the Lord's tnble, 
aud then spend the day iu retirement. 


One hour, at the close of the day, he 


spout; in private prayer uud meditation, 
nnd dnriug it 110 one was snflered to in- 
trade upon his privacy. 


While he was Governor of Virginia, 


he was so alarmed at the spread of iu- 
iidel sentiments among the voung men 
oftha State that he printed, at his 
owu expense, au edition of Souiue 
Jenyns' "View of the Internal Evi- 
dence of Christian Beligion," and an 
edition of Butler's "Analogy." When 
he mot a young man of sceptical ten- 
dencies, he would give him one of these 
books. Doubtless the fact thai the 
book was presented by tlie Governor 
uf his State secured . it au attention 
from the young Virginian which he 
'might not have paid had it been dis- 
played by a more hnuible colporteur. 


Patrick Henrv wrote uut anelalwrate 


answer to Paine's "Age of Reason," 
but being impressed by the replies to 
Paioe then appearing in Euglnnd, he 
directed his ivife shortly before his 
death, to destroy the manuscript, which 
she did. 


In his late will, written by his own 


hand, he concluded thus: "This is all 
the inheritance I can give to my dear 
family.

shine as an amateur athlete. While 
we hare produced some of the best 
sprinters in the world, we have noi 
taken up hurdling with anything like 
interest until the past eight or ten 
years. Sprinting is an athletic pastime 
that especially commends itself to 
healthy young fellows, because it is 
literally full of breathless interest to 
the participants. The distance to be

covered by a 'sprinter* may not oxcee< 
a quarter of a mile, or four hundred 
and forty yards. A longer space than 
that is in the province of the runner 
notoi the sprinter, whose essential aim 
is to cover u abort distance in the brief- 
est amount of time. Of course, wind 
tells, but staying powers are not de- 
manded as they are in long distance 
runs, or long pedestrian contests. The 
sprinter lets all he has out from the 
very start and keeps letting it out at 
it* very best until the finish. Having 
to carry such a short distance, he need 
not economize bis wind or his legs. 
High pressure is the rate all along the 
short line of his course. 


"Hurdling is a fascinating variety of 


sprinting. The sprinting requires for 
a successful endeavor, or at least a 
brilliant effort, whether it captures the 
prize or not, only speed. Any orttna- 
rily healthy fellow, especially, after his 
training, has wind enough to hold out; 
and lie doesn't care much if he brings 
np panting and breathless, and tum- 
bles up against a friend quite done up, 
as they often do after reaching the 
ftoat, provided he gets there. But the 
hnrdler must bo an elastic, springy 
fellow, and exercise good judgment. 
The distance of a hurdle race rarely 
exceeds two hundred and twontyyards, 
while one hundred and twenty is the 
more usual and the favorite length. 
In this space a number of hurdles are 
erected at regular intervals, allowing 
about ihe same space for a start before 
the first hurdle is reached, and a Ion? 
distance between tbe last gate and the 
string, to allow of a spurt just before 
the triumphant runner breaks through 
the hempen barrier. The height of 
the hurdles may vary. Threo feet 
and a half is the highest that is em- 
Sloyed, and it is far more common to 


ave them only three feet in height. 


This is high enough, and the two feet 
and a half height is regarded as a con- 
descension and not to be considered 
except by associations which have as 
much dude as athlete in their make-up. 
A hurdlb race with three-feet hurdles, 
at ten or twelve feet apart, in a one- 
hundred-nnd-twenty-yard spurt, is a 
very pretty contest, interesting to the 
spectator and equally so to the hur- 
dler. It is a breathless, bounding

rush, in which tho competitor is so en- 
grossed by tho task thut is cut out t'ov 
him that he has no timo to turn and 
look to seo if anybody is picking up. 
Ho simply forges ahead for all he is 
worth, and trios to reach tlio string in 
about an lively a passage from tlio 
starting point ns his lega can mnko. 


"Tho movement a hurdler adopts is 


more liko a dance movement than any- 
thing else. It in a pedestrian rh thm'ir, 
rnn with as many stops us notes in sb 
many equal measures—a'passage of ton 
liai-fl. 
Tho reason for this is obvious. 


Tho runner must briny; liimNOlf at a 


good point to spring from and clear 
the hurdle. If his steps are so time* 
that he fetches up for the last leap too 
near the hurdle, a much greater effori 
is needed to hurl himself across the 
barrier. The same is true, to a degree, 
if he brings to for the jump at a little 
too great a distance from the pole. 


"Springing and recovery from tht 


descent so as to resume his course are 
the naturally retarding points in his 
action, and the good hurdler tries to 
bring his spring as smootbly and cor- 
rectly, so to speak, into his motion as 
he possibly may, so that the upwurt 
rise, wh eh calls for so different i 
movement of the jnusclcE, may not ar

rest him a second more than is neces- 
sary. . In watching a hurdle race one 
cannot -fail to note the slight pause, 
infinitesimal almost, yet still a notice- 
able pause, as the hurdler flings himseU 
over the rail and touches the ground. 
Qttick recovery tells so much in the 
final result. In the hurdle race the 
longer stretch coming between the lout 
hurdle and tbe string offers some slight 
possibility of a spurt. True, not much 
allowance is made for tbfe, but where 
only a yard or two separate the second 
runner from the one in front, he may, 
if he baa a reserve force to call into 
requisition, force himself and by a 
spurt forge ahead and burst the string. 


"Tho hurdler, like the high jumper, 


in rising from the spring, throws his 
whole body horizontally over the bar. 
It is far easier than than the straight 
perpendicular rise. 
It takes much 


more effort to rise straight in tbe 
air so as to clear the b&r with 
the 
body 
perpendicularly 
held. 


This could be done, since Paige, 
in making his high jump, really 
frets over a height which shows that a 
throe-feet hurdle could be so cleared. 
The effect on a spectator would be far 
more entertaining, as the appearance 
of snch a spring would be more bril- 
liant. But it is a practical law with 
athletes to economize strength in a 
contest, not to spend it prodigally and 
uselessly." 


"How does one train for hurdling?" 
"The general system in ximch tho 


same as that adopted for short-dis- 
ta=9e wtining. 
While, as I have said, 


any man of good physique and limber 
limbs can become a hnrdler, there is, 
nevertheless, a certain adaptability for 
the sport that must not bo overlooked. 
A fat man, for instance, with all the 
training in the world, could not over 
become a sprinter or a hurdler; but it 
is not leanness of physique atone that 
fits a man for this peculiar sport. I 
do not know that there is any rule by 
which the natural qualities of a man 
as regards Tunning may be determined 
without actual experiment with him. 
Looking at the broad back and heavy 
arms of a pugilist, you see at once 
that he is well fitted by nature for the 
sport in which he indulges, but noth-

should practice at a dtstauc* of about 
one hundred und fifty. The ilea of this 
is to accustom himself to a considera- 
ble struiu, and, it lie M in the habit of 
mass ng ull his strength for 'cue hun- 
dred aud lifty yards, he will find 
eventually that ho con cover the 
shorter distance mtasstimcund with less 
exhaustion. Of coil -so, the only way 
to. train for hurdle-jumping is to jump 
hurdles. Beyond tbat, the general 
manner of dieting and comparatively 
light exercise in tbe gymnasium are 
things that every student pf sport 
knows all about.

"In training for hurdle-running, peiv 


haps the most important thing to prac- 
tice is the recovery after the jump, and 
this should be done over and over 
again, until a man is perfectly familiar 
with the operation, ami can start off on 
the run the minute bis feet touch the' 
ground. Training should be continued 
daily, if possible, especially before a 
contest It should always be done in. 
racing costume. 


"In England the custom is to have 


hurdles rather higher than they have 
in America, and -frequently to have 
longer ruces, but tbe records for this 
event are usually counted on a basis of 
three-feet hurdles, and a distance of 
two hundred and twenty yards. 
"It is seldom that any serious acci- 


dent occurs in a sport of this kind. 
Of course, a runner may stumble just 
before reaching a hurdle aud collide 
with it, or he may catch his toe upon 
a top rail and fall to the ground, but 
in either case the fall is very short, 
and is not likely to cause even so much 
inconvenience as the strain of running 
so rapidly for the distance itself. It 
not often happens that amateurs who 
have not been trained properly for 
a sprinting contest are so completely 
exhausted at the end of the race that 
they do not recover for two or three 
days, and it seldom happens that an 
accident at hurdle jumping has such

piled thick with muscles will not be 
fcble to run speedily, although he may 
be immensely strong. Agility is gen- 
erally accompanied by comparatively 
light muscles, and then, besides the 
formation of a man's limbs, the ques- 
tion of: wind enters into the problem.

No OHO without somo essen- 
iial training can run a mile or two 
vithont stopping, unless at tho expense 
of considerable fatigue, but after once 
iraining by running, say a few blocks 
he first day, and a few moro tho second, 
md so on for a week or two, he can 
ihon readily mako up his mind whether 
10 is adapted for long distance or not. 
Tf he is nob, it is then -well to try the

There was, no doubt, a good reason 


'or the practice of tho Hebrews t° rood 
and to write from right to left. Wo 
lave often speculated and inquired 
about it, and, while we could not learn 
or discover anything very tangible in 
regard to it, we fire qnite convinced 
hat tho most pertinent reason lies in 
he fact that onr vision from right to 
eft is much clearer and stronger than 
t is from left to right. Naturally, so 
we are informed, there is no difference 
n nerves'or in the optic arrangement 
of the human eye between the right or 
left eye,'yet our own inquiries and ob-. 
Hervations show clearly that we are 
all, or most all, disposed, when wo take 
an article of merchandise, or a picture, 
or anything else for examination into 
our hand, to look at it from left to 
right Since we have endeavored to 
fathom this question, wo can sec quite 
an advantage to the eye by reading 
from right to left. II we read from 
loft to right, the parts rend are vet 
continually before us; while, if read- 
ing from right to left, the parts read 
are then beyond our eight, and tho 
parts to be read are unobstructed in 
view. Kow, when we write from left 
to right, the lino we are writing is rather 
of a delusion to the eye, while if we 
write from right to left, nothing is im- 
mediately iri front of ottr vision but a 
clear space. Even the pen and its 
shadow cease to exercise ft less disturb- 
ing effect from right to left, while from 
left to right mnch aunoyanco is experi- 
enced by men who have much writing 
to do. Our observation shows that, 
unaware, people use their i?yes from 
right to loft whenever or wherever they 
go into oloso examination of anything, 
whatsoever that maybe; just as they 
would naturally raise their right hand 
in order to got a clearer sense of foci- 
inp; Ly touch.—Het/reu> Journal.
